RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


The message, the gospel, the good news that the first disciples carried out into 
the surrounding world of Jews and pagans was not that a wonderful man who had 
spoken words such as never man had spoken, who had given men such an example 
of how to live as had never before been seen, who had healed and cured and suc- 
cored the sick and the diseased and the needy, had been shamefully entreated and 
put to death. That could not have been called good news. They proclaimed that 
this same Jesus, had by His Resurrection proved that He was in truth the very 
Son of God and that His Resurrection had set the seal on the fact that "God so 
loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son to the end that all that believe 
in Him should not perish but have everlasting life." That because of His death and 
Rising again, men need no longer fear life, with its troubles and tumoils, its pains 
and distresses, so that too often it seemed but a "tale told by an idiot, full of sound 
and fury, signifying nothing." Nor need they fear death, and its entrance into a 
vast unknown. Life in Christ, had purpose, meaning, and made sense, and death 
was to be with Him, its terror torn away. 

Unless we have, in some sense, experienced what those first disciples did, 
through our "meditation of those mighty acts" of Holy Week, we cannot appreciate 
the tremendousness of the meaning of Easter. Easter can be the thanksgiving and 
praise for the return of the seasons, a rejoicing that Spring has come again, that 
God has not forgotten His people. In that we are one with all peoples from the 
beginning of time. But that is not the Christian Easter. Christ rising from the dead, 
is the promise that out of defeat and disaster, out of despair, God brings in His 
Victory, and that we who are His, no matter how small and unimportant we may 
seem share in that Victory, and that our lives have a place and a part in it.
